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PREFACE 


The book lists in this Circular have been prepared for the 
Department of Education by a committee of teachers and 
librarians. The Circular replaces the Supplementary Read- 
ing List issued as Curriculum 1:4 in 1951. Since that date 
many of the books originally listed have gone out of print 
and many good new books have appeared. The original 
lists have therefore been completely revised, the out-of-print 
books dropped from them, and every book has been re- 
read before being included in the new lists. 


The lists are intended as a reading guide for boys and 
girls in the Intermediate Division (Grades 7 to 10). It is 
hoped that the brief notes will attract the reader to the 
book and help the pupil to find books to his taste. The lists 
are also recommended as a buying guide for parents, 
teachers and librarians. To differentiate books for more 
mature and for younger readers the letters “S” and “J” 
for senior and junior are used where a distinction appears 
to be desirable. 


Current prices of books are given for the editions 
recommended for library use. These are subject to change, 
but they may serve as guides in ordering books where more 
than one edition is available.
